Ungualified Sufirage—Its Tondoncy.
From the Times, ’ .

In the recent debate in the Britiah Parliament
on (the reform question, the member for Hall,
Mr. Clay, preseniod s proposition for s basis ef
suffrage, which excited much attention, but
which the Minlstry did not feel at liberty to
commit themselves upon.

He urged that the iranshise should be given
to all who could rend, write, and pass a cerinin
examination ia arithmetic, and who possessed
a cerisin small smount of propetrty, Insome
respects Mr, Clay's measurs was not so broad a

that expected from the Ministry; for a thirty
dollar remial muetmclude some who oan neither
read, write, nor pass an arithmetieal examits-
tlon, though, on the other band, many might
pass kuch an examinstion who did wot ecoupy
even u cottage as a tensut.

The whole Unlon v fecluig the crils nnd carses
of ignorant amd vicieus safirage, especlally in
that form of opposition to the principles of the
Government which the low Copperhiesd party of
our grest cities hos shown, i

Almont all reflecting men are beginning Lo see
that the whels matter ol suffrage i & pure
question of expedisncy. It osn be given er
withneld or limited, sccording as the bost inte-
resis of the Biate demand, Tho elaim to itis
uot like the claim to liberty or legal justice—
anaiwralrighl. We withhold it from many a
deserving young man beiween sevemteen aond
twenty, and from still more deserving womoen,
and from cerialn foreiguers, because we judge
that on & broad secale society will be the bolter
ofl' for the limitation. We give it unressrvedly
to all free¢ white male citizena over Lwenty.ons,
because onr theory bas been that the cducating
influenoe of sufirage aud its equaltll;lihller't.
aud itv attraciion to the peasavtry of Hurope,
will more than counterbalunce the evils ol our
ignorant and debssed votimg population. The
ereat weakness 1 the posilion of our friends,
demanding umniversul sefirage for the frecdmen,
was in the general opinion ol the Norih, that we
had gone 00 tar aven in white suffrage; and
that what wo had folt the svils of in our owa
aystem we ought net te exiond o Southern
SO0y,

They claimed as n right what was merely a
que-tfon of public bene#t, The strength of their
position—which we fully conenr in—was in the
¢laim thut sufirage should uever be limited by
race,

The true and just middle course in this matter,
It seems to us, is to urge for the whole ¢ommu-
nity ao_intelligence sw@rage; that is, to make
the busis of the right to vote everywhere the
ability, for instance, fo read amy passage,
selected by the usual judges of eleetive gualiti-
cation in the Constitution ot the United States,
aul to write ene's name legibly, Buch a ftest
conld be recommended to every Southern Legis-
lature to be applied to everyaiegro, and on bia
rulfillingfthe requirements he should ke allowed
a vole,

A similar test sheuld be established in the
other Bilatea for every future voter (as it will
not bo porsiblo te excluoe present voters under
it). Sucha law would at once shut out in this
eity two-thirds of the new voters in such places
a4 the Five Points, Water street, the Firat Ward,
Rotten Row, avd all the dens of erime and (gno-
rance, It would shut out in wll eur cities the
griut proporiion et the low, damgerous snd
vicious class; 1t would exclude the children, as
they grow up, of some el eur most degraded
motntain aistricts, unless they are educated; It
wonld give & new prop %o the bulwark of our
liberties—our common schools; and would
trunsform demagogues inte school commitiees
and turn primary meetings into primary schools.
The alphabet would beoome of more importance
thau the brogue to our ward politicians, snd a
good tescher ol writing become aa Influeutial ne
16 now & porter-house kesper.,

RBuch & provision at the Seuth would indeed
shul out lor a time the great muss of thie blacks;
but ot long, eer perhaps leager tnan is de-
siruble. They learn fagt, It would give a new
atart to what has been g0 lnmentabdly defective—
the popular education of the poor whiles, and
wm.\-l tend to remove one of tue causcs of the
lute Bebellion—Southern ignorsnce,

1lhe inlerest of the whita class would liz immo-
diately in educating 118 poor and degraded mem-
bers, The nesrers would stram every nerve to
educiate themselves and their ehildren. There
would be a compelition st once 1 the primury
education of the two ruecs, a result the most
desitable thas could be imagined for the Inser-
ests of the Unlon, There might sppear to be
an injusiies in givimg suffrage now to leme-
rant whites amf denymg it to Ignorant
blacke, DBut all thal we can say Is, that no
lemslation can secure fdeal justice; the whiles
have the suffrage now and the blacks have uot;
we can change the futare, but it would be
diffeult, if not impossible to ehaugo ex-
isting circumstances, And the existence of one
muss of ignorant voters is hardly a sound reason
for creating amother. We weuld be glad to ex-
clude the most 'gnorant whites boih North and
South, but we camnot; therefors we must pro-
vide tor what, perhaps, we can accomplish in
the luturo—the sxeluding a'l Ignorant perionsof
whitever race and color. Fven the intelligence-
suflrage is not a poriect basls; but tha seience of
stutesmpanship s 10 disgcover the beat thiug prae-
tieable, and as this has been tried in thus coun-
try with good resulis, we hope Lo see the agperi-
ment carried out,

The National Cumrency Bureau and the
‘Frensuary.
From the Herald,

I'he letter of Comptroller Clark, eriticizing the
official reporta and the eourse of the Secrelary
of the Treasury, has developed a very slagalar
state of aflairs st the national espital, 1t re-
venls, however, only what has beem lor some
time post known to exisi—a direct anlagonistic
policy between those iwo finapcial officers of
the Government. Owe is in lavo? of eontraetion,
and asks for legislation which will enable hiam to
control the money murket and csrry his views
into practice; while the other is opposed to any
such leglalation, or the adepiion of any arbitrary
mensures to secure the resumption of specie
payments, 1t s from this disagreemont that the
correspondence between Secretary MoCullogh
and Comptroller Clark originated.

The tormer was uppealing te Congrass for the

nesage of & bill that would confer upun him nn-

hnited power, bo'h fn exebanging one elass of
bonds for another and the relirewment of the
Treasury notes of all descriptions, and also in
negetiating louns hoth as hamo and abroad,
This was the measure which the Beareiary pro-
posed Lo usn to carry oul his centruction idens

and geoure n return (o u specie basis, This men-
sure  Qumptroller Clark strongly opposed.
Secvetary Melulloch ascertalning this 1aot,

wrole & note to Mr. Clark, stating that he had
been intormed that he (Mr. Oiark) was opposing
the losn bill nna advocated & policy eontrary to
that which the Tressury Department wis labor:
iug 1o enforee. In conclusion, the Becretary re
quested the Comptroller to fuvor him with his
view s, etthor in person or in writiog, in the hope
thet in so doing they mluht be able to agres
uprn one and the ssme polioy, and act together
v barmony.

1o this note Comptroller Olark reclied on the
2¢tu o Februwry at some length, giving the
#ubetunee of his ressons for opposing Lhe loan

bill, Becretary MeCulloch subsequently denled
coms of the taots stated by Mr, Clark, aol the
rosult 18 the rejoloder of the latier, whioh has
proved te be {he nnancial sensaidon of ths hour,
appears, hewever, from the explanation of Mr, It
Hooper in debate m Congress, that the Comp
troller waa in errer in his statomenss, (n his
assertions In relerence to the Seorebary's roport,

The correspondence las developed an sno-
maly o afairs st Washington, That there
| should be am open rupturs betweon the two
principal inanoinl officers of the Goveramens,
snd both retuim {heir places, is looked upon us
extraordinory, It has n generally aupposed
that the Compiroller of the Currency was a
subordiuate officer of the Sscretary of the Trea-
sury, and amenable to him. That tne Seoretary
should retam & persen 1n office undor him who
1 openly opposed b0 hin poliey is look=d upen
sa mysteriong. Bwt when wo come to examine
the kil creating the burean and office o Comp-
troller of the Currency, we hnd that he Is not a
pubordinate officer of the Treasury, but holds
an_ independent pesition, responsible, in inot,
ounly {o Coneress. His ollicial reports and ~om-
munications are made, not 1o the Secrsiary, as
those of the Lends of bureaus In thnt depart
ment are; nor sro they made to the President,
an Is the case with the members of the Cab.net,
but te Congress direct,

Thera is po officlal or power botweon him and
Congress; mo provision for revision, snve wilh
the ltmlklng power. The appeintment, it is
true, is made by the President, upon the recom:
mendation of the Seeretury ol the Treasury; but
when onco appointed no remoral onn take place
exespl Upom & writlen statement of tue reasons,
which shail be satisinctory to Corngress, With
the present temper of Covgress it is deubtful if
the Fresidemt will be able to furnish reasons
which Congross will deem satisfactory. We can.
not thermore fall te leok upon the precedent
ertablished In cremting this bureau as detrl-
wentul 1o the Intarests of the Guvernment, and
A serious mistake., It is the commencement of
the syetam of disintegration which has brought
al: the trouble, corruption, and protligacy in onr
present city goveramowt. It is opeaing the
doers to the same evils that we have sxperioncesd
i this metropolis, aud the first step towards a
similar siate of adMairs in the National Governs
mout,

The Buresm 15 a creatlon of ex-Secrstary
Chase, and was adopted by Congress at the tine
thut the majority of the Benste sided with
Chase egginst Lincoln. It was no doubt pur-
posely made an independent branch of the Gov-
ernment to subserve the pelitical intercsts ol
the preswut Chier Justice, ane enable him the
better Lo muke the palionnl bauk systom s grand
]m}ltl_r‘ll power to advaunce his clalms for the

‘residency. [IHence It was remnaved howm wll

danger ol imteriersnce on the part of the Presi-
dent or Secretary of thne Treasory. Just as the
indepundent bureans were ereated in eur city
governmont fo advanca porsonwl onds, so was
this to subrerve private mubition, in<ead of the
iatsrcats of the couniry. Oue of the first Iraits
is now se=n |» the disazrecmaent of two finsncial
oflicers, and want of hurmony in the executiva
depuriments. This evil shonld be correcied at
oree, or allll more serious and alarming tesulls
muy lollow.

If
Mr. MoCulloch were to-morrow to give nollee
thnt ke will procced next month to purchase and
cancel the interest-bearing Treasury notes, or
tbhe Certiicates of Indebitedness, or any one de-
scription of the public debt, that description
wou'd inevitabl rendered denrsr and more
difficult to perchase Ly that notice. To adort
Mr, Hulburd's suguestion on this point would
thus cost the couktry many millions of dollars.
And tor whnat?

As to the Secrelary’s *‘vast war powers,” thoy
will cepse whes our debt is funded and specie
poyments resumed. Wo had counted confidently
on Mr, Hulbord’s aid in eflecting that most
righteour consnmmation, That we are to en.
counter instead his opposition Is a painfal sur-
prise that we recelve “more ln sorrow than in
anger.”
